While visitors had been numerous at the 
Wayland Hopley Farms, near Atlantic, 
Iowa, for several days, it was not until Sun- 
day morning, June 21st, that they really 
“dropped in” to have a look at the sale cat- 
tle, do some checking in their catalogs, re- 
new acquaintances, and help Wayland and 
his co-consignors Robert L. Hanna, owner 
of the Hanna Stock Farms, Bordulac, North 
Dakota, and Kenneth McGregor, of Ada, 
Minnesota, stage a most successful barbecue 
over in the woods on the adjoining Harry 
Hopley Farm. With Harry as “master of 
pit” where some seven or eight cords of 
old hickory wood had been converted into a 
heat reservoir at the bottom of a pit, things 
went along in ship shape. The big boy had 
spent a greater part of Saturday night 
feeding the fire, covering the ambers with 
sand and placing the some seven hundred 


pounds of boned, rolled and wrapped Aber- 
deen-Angus beef atop the sand. The pit had 
been carefully covered and the meat retain- 
ed all its luscious flavor which was slightly 
tinged with that of green hickory, making 
it about the most palatable morsel one could 
possibly wish for. Tables had been placed 
near the pit—at the proper time they were 
covered with all the nick-knacks required to 
complete and round out a barbecue plate, 
first ladened with a generous helping of 
beef.

There was not much 
left but the juice from the packages when a 
heavy rain came up to drive the crowd to 
cover. Had that bright sun been followed 
instead by a big moon that ravenous crowd 
would probably have been grazing on the 
blue grass pasture before day break.

Thompson shared the box during the selling. 
Wayland Hopley opened the event with a 
few brief remarks of welcome and Secretary 
Tomhave spoke of the splendid progress be- 
ing made by the breed and the ever increas- 
ing demand for good breeding cattle. Ken- 
neth McGregor served as pedigree trans- 
lator. The curtain had thus been raised and 
the stage set for what was to be one of the 
very important Aberdeen-Angus sales of 
the season, when a total of 117 head of bulls 
and females were to pass before the auction 
one to receive valuation from the ring- 
side.

A Beef Ceiling 


President Jay Colburn, Harlan, Iowa, 
called some seventy-five members of the 
National Live Stock Advisory Committee 
into a two day session at Hotel Fort Des 
Moines, Iowa, Wednesday, July 15th, for the 
purpose of drafting a brief for presentation 
to the OPA, supplying factual figures upon 
which to base a ceiling for beef cattle at 
the market places of the nation. These men 
from fifteen states in the corn belt oe 
country brought with them the data whic 
was presented at the sessions of the first 
day. The second day will be devoted to 
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putting the material into shape for presen- 
tation. 

It was revealed that quite generally 
throughout the feeding area from Pennsyl- 
vania, west to Colorado and even to Califor- 
nia, that a proposed ceiling based on a cer- 
tain period in March of this year had thrown 
a scare into feeders who immediately began 
unloading their yards, clearing their un- 
finished cattle at from 150 to 250 pounds 
per head short of weights at which they 
would normally have been marketed a few 
weeks later, thus thwarting the administra- 
tion’s plea for increased tonnage in beef; 
that a majority of these men were hesitant 
about replacements, holding out until they 
would have some definite information from 
which to develop a working basis. 


It was discovered that the cost of produc- 
tion was in practically every case, and 
under the varied feeding programs, mount- 
ing so rapidly as to make margins entirely 
too scanty if not prohibitive. The purpose 
then is to cooperate with the OPA in esta- 
blishing costs and selling prices that will 
permit orderly and regular continuance of 
the feeding business, and thus furnish an 
adequate supply in so far as total tonnage 
is concerned. That the National Live Stock 
Advisory Committee will in conjunction with 
OPA work this matter out satisfactorily 
goes without saying. It being the desire 
of all cattlemen as well as the administra- 
tion to supply our armed forces with this 
vital food substance so essential in the menu 
of a well fed fighting force. ~ 

It is really too bad that the “scare” was 
permitted to have been circulated for it has 
already resulted in the curtailment of thou- 
sands upon thousands of tons of prime and 
choice beef through premature marketings. 
The feeding areas of the nation are this 
year experiencing something out of the 
ordinary. Mother nature has covered this 
section of the country with an over abun- 
dance of grasses and roughages that 
positively must be converted into beef. All 
these millions of tons of feed stuffs will be 
lost to the nation unless they are used for 
this single purpose. 

The general concensus of the meeting was 
that with the data reported and properly 
written into the brief, that the National Live 
Stock Advisory Committee and OPA would 
have at hand vital statistics sufficient to 
enable them to formulate a proper solution 
to the problem. To the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal it would seem that despite the 
hundred and one other elements that enter 
into the solution that attention might well 
be turned to the matter of supplying corn 
and other fattening grains to the nation’s 
cattle feeders at a proper price to enable 
them to carry on and safely meet the ad- 
ministration’s desire and order for beef 
tonnage. 

This issue of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal was held over one day in order to give 
our readers the assuring report that the 
National Live Stock Advisory Committee 
is doing its part to assist OPA in arriving 
at a satisfactory and equitable solution of 
this vital problem. 


As the matter stands at the outset, the 
proposed ceiling prices are in reverse. The 
percentage of parity for the inferior grades 
is way out of line, in fact vastly higher 
than for the finished, prime and choice 
qualities. In the opinion of the Journal this 
situation should be reversed so there would 
be an incentive for all feeders to make their

cattle as good as they could be m 

supply as many pounds per carcans al 
ble. In following a plan something like this 
one suggested there would be no disrupti ‘ 
in the order of marketing nor the an ri 
fixed plans of feeders whose equipment he. 
already long been installed to handle cattle 
on a fixed schedule. A regular flow of ’ 
to market at heavier weights (that is com 

pletely finished cattle) is most desired and 
in fact positively necessary if we are to 
meet the constantly increased demand for 
beef to supply _World conditions ag the 

exist today. It is hoped too that little tine 
will be lost in working out the program and 
getting the actual process into the hands of 
both producers and feeders in order that 
there will be no delay in handling the cattle 
from the breeding grounds during the next 
few weeks. For every day that regular 
processes are out of joint there will be for 
its counterpart a marketing day, even more 
out of joint. What the nation needs is beef 
and more of it and that, no doubt will be 
the basis upon which a solvent feeding busi- 
ness will be conducted for the duration. 


This brings another thought—provision 
should be made for a continuance of what- 
ever program is inaugurated, until such cat- 
tle as have been installed on that plan or 
basis are cleared through the markets. Such 
insurance, government sponsored has been 
granted on other contracts for supplies and 
the cattlemen should be incorporated into 
this same sort of an arrangement. Thus no 
one would hesitate to do his full share at 
all times, right up to the very last day such 
effort is required.

Angus Show, which was scheduled to be 
held at Timonium, Maryland, during the 
week of September 6th to 12th. 

Elaborate plans were under way to make 
this show one of the outstanding events in 
Aberdeen-Angus history. An _ ‘Eastern 
States’ committee had been formed to work 
with the officers of the National Associa- 
tion in carrying out the details of the show. 
Many new features were planned which 
would have resulted not only in a great ex- 
hibit of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, but also in 
a grand educational week. 

Postponement of the National Aberdeen- 
Angus Show at this time is a keen disap- 
pointment to Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors 
and to the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity in 
all parts of the country, and especially to 
the Aberdeen-Angus interests in the East. 
It is planned to stage the National Show at 
Timonium as soon as conditions permit.

Other Fairs Cancelled. 


The office has been advised that the East- 
ern States Exposition, Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, and the American Royal, Kansas 
City, have been cancelled. The American 
Royal, however, will hold a fat stock and 
feeder show on the scheduled dates. The 
Great Western Live Stock Show, Los Ange- 
les, California, will hold a fat stock and 
feeder show November 30th to December 
6th. Word has also been received that the 
Tennessee State Fair, held annually at 
Nashville has been cancelled. The Missouri 
State Fair at Sedalia, will be held as a state 
show. 

Many sections are considering ways and 
means to provide a place to exhibit fat live 
stock which was being fitted for the 1942 
shows and which must be marketed during 
the year.

Railroad Hearing. 

On June 17th the Secretary attended a 
railroad hearing before a joint conference 
of Official Territory Lines at Buffalo, New 
York. The railroad officials had submitted 
a proposal “to cancel arrangements for free 
return of exhibits from expositions, fairs, 
ete.” At this hearing the Secretary repre- 
sented the Aberdeen-Angus Association and 
the National Society of Record Associa- 
tions. About thirty live stock breeders, rep- 
resentatives of live stock record associations 
and the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions attended the hearing and 
protested the proposal of the railroad group. 
The viewpoint of the live stock interests 
was well presented and resulted in the with- 
drawal of the proposal. The courtesy of 
free return of exhibition live stock from 
fairs and expositions will be continued. 

The Southwestern Freight Bureau has 
submitted a proposal which is of vital con- 
cern to all live stock exhibitors. Hearings 
on this proposal have. not been held but 
have been protested by breeders and live 
stock record associations and fair groups. 
These proposals are as follows: 

1. “The use of 50 foot box cars for the 
handling of exhibition live stock be prohib- 
ited. 
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2. A charge of $50.00 per car be estab- 
lished for fitting box cars for handling ex- 
hibition live stock, this charge to cover both 
preparation of cars and restoration thereof. 


3. <A rental charge of $3.00 per car per 
day be established for each day each car is 
held at an exhibition point for reloading, 
this charge to accrue to holding line.” 

These proposals will be vigorously pro- 


tested when the hearing is held.

Many Aberdeen-Angus breeders will re- 
member the 1936 International grand cham- 
pion steer, G. Page, exhibited by the Okla- 
homa A. & M. College and purchased by 
Mrs. C. R. Walgreen at $3.00 per pound. 
This steer has been kept on the Walgreen 
Farm at Dixon, Illinois. He was seven 
years old when slaughtered by Wilson & 
Company on June 26th. The steer weighed 
980 pounds when he was made grand cham- 
pion in 1936. His weight at the time he was 
slaughtered was 2020 pounds. The carcass 
weighed 1374 pounds, dressing 67.9%. 

The carcass was smooth and beautifully 
covered with a layer of white fat which was 
excessive only over the ribs. and loin. The 
kidneys were exceptionally light, and there 
was a noticeable absence of excessive chan- 
nel fat. The brisket was neat and trim, 
which characterized the steer in his cham- 
pionship form. The quality of the meat was 
excellent, with superb marbling throughout.

Cull the Herd. 

Strategy is required in beef production 
just as it is needed in warfare, competitive 
games, or in any business or industry. 
Strategy, when analyzed, means “good gen- 
eralship”—the most effective use of the 
factors at hand. 

Good strategy for the pure bred cattle 
breeder in mid-July of 1942 calls for the 
breeder to take a mental, if not a penciled, 
inventory of his herd. Since the prices as 
a whole of pure breds and commercial cat- 
tle have moved into close relationship, it is 
extremely wise for the pure bred cattle man 
to examine his herd today and cull the 
profitless animals, those cattle that lower 
the total income for the year. 

If delay in eliminating that non-breeder 
cow or past-useful bull was excused in the 


past, because the breeder felt h

With the recent gains in pile pee 
there is little excuse for the herd owne a 
fail to put on his “culling clothes,” In ws 
eral, it can be said that cows are hebanies 
around $135 or more and bulls $185 or on 
or at least the 11 and 12-cent marks — 
being hit with ease, and this is justification 
for culling the pure bred herds. ere h ; 
not been a better time in the Past, and a 
can very well suppose that ceiling will hold 
to current levels at least for the immediate 
future. 


There are certain factors, beside: 
obviously good market prices, that pad. 
going to market with the faulty individuals 
now. 


The current economy set-up tha : 
rounds the feeder today fn A eta 
feed only the best feeder cattle, the ones 
that will go through the feeding program 
quickly and bring the best price and the 
greatest profit for its class at the close 
With the prices steep at both ends of the 
line-—in buying his feeders and Selling 
eventually at the market—the feeder today 
more than ever before must exercise the 
greatest judgment and foresight. He must 
avoid losses. His eye is going to be more 
and more critical. So, we have an increas- 
ingly discriminating feeder buying market, 
That throws a pressured emphasis on better 
cattle in the commercial field. They have 
got to be better. The government has urg- 
ed the producer to increase the beef ton- 
nage but to keep numbers down. That 
means that better feeders will be in de- 
mand. 


Thus, the pure bred men have an assign- 
ment. They must furnish better bulls, bulls 
that will produce better feeder calves. They 
must maintain that necessary margin of 
superiority over the commercial herds in 
order to maintain their business. That is 
self-explanatory. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wickard has 
said, among other things, to the American 
cattleman: 


“There are certain things which beef pro- 
ducers can do now to make their position 
secure: 


“Market more cows and heifers to prevent 
further increases in cattle numbers: The 
goal for cattle slaughter for next year can 
not be reached unless a larger proportion 
of she-stuff is marketed. 


“Pay-off indebtedness now while prices 
are favorable and avoid the necessity of 
paying big debts later when prices might be 
less favorable. 

“IMPROVE BREEDING HERDS BY 
CULLING OUT AND SELLING UNDE- 
SIRABLE AND OLD ANIMALS WHILE 
DEMAND IS GOOD.” 


Mr. Wickard does not want you to market 
your good cows and heifers, but to cull your 
herds now of the poor producers, the profit- 
less individuals, and thus help our govern- 
ment meet the unprecedented demand for 
beef and at the same time greatly improve 
the quality of your herd. The tendency to 
hold on to faulty cattle is widely prevalent 
and there is also a strong temptation to sell 
the misfit individual to another breeder, 
because just a little better price can be se- 
cured than if the cow or bull went to 
market. This is bad for the seller and the 
buyer. The integrity of the seller 1s at 
stake. The buyer loses on the individual 
and will not return to buy again, and, what 
is still more important, the Breed is Hurt. 
Progeny that should never have been per- 
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i reproduce is allowed to propagate 
ieee icanle characteristics—character- 
isties which have required generations of 
breeding to reduce to a strongly recessive 
position but which can as quickly again be- 
come dominantly hereditary. Success in cat- 
tle breeding is not obtained in a short 
period. The wise breeder must constantly 
look to the years ahead. A mistake today 
may obstruct your success for years to 


= what about those faulty animals in 
your herd? Is this the expedient season, 
and regardless of their faults, will they ever 
be in a better condition than they are now, 
on mid-summer grass? ; 

The cow that breeds one year and misses 
the next year, that has taken pasturage 
and care for a year and has made no return 
is a liability rather than an asset. She 
should go to market. Some of her progeny 
may be the same kind of breeders. Check 
them. The poor milker, the cow that gives 
her calves a poor start so that they never 
have the chance to grow into profitable 
maturity, comes in the same category. When 
prices allow you to put a young heifer, with 
her life before her, in the place of an aged 
cow that has perhaps borne her last calf, 
it is time to spend a day at the market. 

The bull that looks good but doesn’t nick 
his cows with any success might also be a 
logical prospect for the market. Maybe 
he does not breed with any degree of uni- 
formity, or maybe he does not strongly 
transmit his better qualities to his get. By 
keeping him you are adding that much more 
uncertainty to your farm risks. The prov- 
en non-breeder should go at the earliest 
moment. The quicker he gets into sausage 
the better for all concerned. 

Maybe there is a thin-fleshed cow mar- 
ring your herd. She does not thicken even 


on good feeding and her calves carry the 
trait. She is a distinct exception to the 
characteristics of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed, and to keep her in your herd is to 
paint the fine breed with a bad name where 
ever she or her progeny are seen. 


Those faulty, non-profitable animals, 
those inferior individuals that fall below 
the standards of high class pure breds, do 
not fit into your herd—you know which 
ones they are better than anyone. You can 
strengthen your future as a pure bred 
breeder and the future of the breed by go- 
ing through your herd now and culling it 
with a critical eye. Remember that quality 
and uniformity is one of the governing feat- 
ures by which your herd is judged when 
prospective buyers visit it. Remember that 
the faulty animal they find in an otherwise 
good herd will stand out like a sore thumb 
on a strong hand. 

Cull now when market prices are satis- 
factory. Raise the standard of your herd 
and do your bit toward supporting our army 
and winning the war.

Remembering the outstanding series of 
tours held throughout Iowa last year it 
would have taken a team of wild horses to 
have kept me at home this week. So ready 
was I to go that we left the airport right 
in the midst of the registration of planes 
from all over iowa that had arrived this 


. Sunday morning to participate in the break- 


fast flight held at the Fort Dodge airport. 

It was only a short hop to Cedar Rapids, 
being merely a hundred and fifty miles by 
air, with a short wait for a cab and I was 
soon calling Bill Barton’s room at the Mont- 
rose Hotel. We were the first ones to arrive 
at Beaver Park, where the Eastern lowa 
Picnic was held on this Sunday, June 14th. 

Over a hundred persons were present this 
day including twenty-seven members of the 
Eastern Iowa Association, their families, 
friends and visitors. A basket lunch was 
served by the ladies and was followed by an 
informal business meeting held under the 
trees. 

At this meeting the new officers for the 
coming year were elected, they are, Forest 
Breniman, Brooklyn, president; John Plum- 
mer, Marion, vice president; I. E. Kemp, 


‘Marion, Secretary. Business of the day in- 


cluded the reading of the minutes, election 
of the officers, resume of the past year and 
discussion of plans for the next year, in- 
cluding plans for the coming sale and ad- 
visability of giving a pure bred heifer to 
the boy showing the top ranking Aberdeen- 
Angus steer at the All Iowa Fair. 

Visitors present included Carl Oldsen, 
Iowa Beef Producers; Bill Barton, fieldman 
for the American Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion; Dick Hahne for the Journal and Keith 
Noll of the Peoples Saving Bank, of Cedar 
Rapids. Keith is the farm loan man for 
this organization and to my knowledge has 
not missed a single live stock meeting or 
tour, especially those of the Aberdeen- 
Angus people in his territory. 

After the meeting several of the visitors 
drove out to the I. E. Kemp farm at Marion 
to inspect his show and breeding herd. We 
inspected Revolution Supreme, his three 
year old show bull; a younger bull calf by 
Eric Bandolier of Brookdale (Schmuecker 
breeding); and Eri Boy K., by Bell Boy A. 
The breeding herd north of the barn was 
inspected and we saw here the cows and 
calves with several very presentable young- 
sters in the making of future foundation 
animals. The younger cows and heifers were 
in the blue grass pasture south of the main 
barn and it was hard for me to both inspect 
the cattle and keep track of an advance 
CPTP student who was doing slow rolls in 
a Waco trainer overhead. We were very 
glad to have this opportunity to spend this 
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Sunday with the Eastern Iowa breeders and 
sorry we could not visit a greater number 


of herds, however the following day was - 


spent touring Iowa County and inspecting 
the cattle in twelve herds in this hot bed of 
cattledom.

Monday morning Carl Oldsen, Bill Barton 
and I breakfasted together at the Montrose, 
met Keith Noll in the lobby and getting 
into Carl’s car headed for Henry Schmueck- 
er & Sons farm just a few miles north of 
Amana and a half hour’s drive from the 
hotel. As last year we were the first to 
arrive, and like last year the folks just kept 
pouring in, until we had one of the best 
groups ever to participate in an Iowa Coun- 
ty tour. 


The early visitors inspected the breeding 
herd and saw the nineteen cows and nine- 
teen calves in the lot south of the barn. 
This percentage of calves speaks favorably 
for the care given the entire herd by Mr. 
Schmuecker. This herd is entirely Bandolier 
breeding, mostly Blackbirds, Queen Mothers 
and Elbas. The six year old herd sire, Eric 
Bandolier of Brookdale. A year ago Mr. 
Schmuecker told us he wintered his cows 
on sargo and clover hay, this year he said 
that the cows were wintered on bean hay 
and no grain. Despite this the herd is in 
excellent condition and looks like Henry 
might have thrown an ear or two of corn 
their way during the cold snaps. 

After the arrival of nearly all the visitors 
Carl Oldsen passed out some judging cards 
and everyone participated in judging a 
couple classes of cattle, one of bulls and 
another of heifers, with Bill and Carl mak- 
ing the final placings and giving reasons 
for their selections. 


Next stop was at Don Koenighain (pro- 
nounced Kittykine). Don purchased his first 
cows in 1935 from Tom Donohoe and now 
has more than a hundred cows of breeding 
age with nearly all of the choicest families 
represented. Don is the most enthusiastic 
young breeder in Iowa county and owns per- 
haps the largest herd in that territory 
around Cedar Rapids. His cattle were 
selected wisely and his herd has not only 
made him money but has made him many 
friends with his first sales of pure bred 
stock being made this past year. 

Next stop was at Cash Brothers, east of 
Parnell. It was here that the great sire, 
Oakville Quiet Lad had been bred and rais- 
ed. The herd at present is small and con- 
tains only a number of excellent breeding 
females. This herd has been established

more than forty years and is per 

of the best known herds in the par ™ 
It was nearing dinner time so we hurried 

on to the W. J. Hanson farm east of Hol- 

brook where we saw his small herd of cat- 

tle. This herd was founded on females 

from the Cash and Donohoe herds, mainly 


Elbas and Ericas. Their herd sire is a son 
of Eileenmere 15th by the name of Burgess. 
mere. Hanson’s herd was founded thirty- 
eight years ago in 1906. 

We just had time to stop at the little 
school house yard and see the J. G. & Tom 
Donohoe cattle on our way to the dini 
hall. This is the remnant of the Brookside 
Herd, which was sold almost entirely to 
Wayland Hopley earlier this year and the 
cattle purchased here were offered in the 
Hopley-Hanna-McGregor sale at Atlantic, 
Iowa, on June 22d. The value of the Dono- 
hoe herd was established at this sale when 
the herd sire, Brookside Edellyn sold to Ash 
Creek Ranch, Newport, Nebraska, at fifteen 
hundred dollars. The females from this herd 
sold for a total of ten thousand six hundred 
and twenty-five dollars for an average of 
more than four hundred and forty-two dol- 
lars a head. 

There were fifty-five of the tourists for 
lunch, and a dandy dinner we were served. 
D. H. Zentmire, county agent acted as the 
toastmaster and introduced the speakers, 
Carl, Bill and me, plus two real songs from 
the soloists. Our schedule was followed 
nearly to the minute and we were soon 
back in the cars and headed for the Clar- 
ence Smith farm. Clarence has only a small 
herd and mostly of Miller & Kemp and 
Donohoe breeding. He was a commercial 
feeder for several years and finally switch- 
ed over to the pure breds and does not seem 
to regret his change, stating that the 
blacks have always done right by him. 

Next stop was the J. C. McCabe farm, 
where we saw another larger group of cat- 
tle, all looking like winter time had found 
them close to a feed box although Doc says 
they just about take care of themselves. 
This is one of the best herds in the county 
and one that shows much development since 
we first stopped there some four or five 
years ago. Doc has only been in the busi- 
ness ten years but looks like he is in to stay 
for his herd has grown in numbers each 
year that we visit and they were well chosen 
cattle for his foundation. 

J. V. Driscoll was the next on the list and 
his herd showed the hand of plenty of care.

lowa State ‘HEY’ Day § 


Hundreds of Farmers, Feeders and Breeders 
were on hand Friday, June 26th, to attend 
the Annual Cattle Feeders’ ‘HEY’ Day pre- 
sented by the Animal Husbandry Department 
and Experimental Station at Ames, lowa. 


By DICK HAHNE 


Alarm clocks threw their weight against 
the night and hundreds of farmer Browns 
raised their heads to inspect this instrument 
designed to rack the bodies of weary men. 
Realizing that this was no ordinary day 
they unhesitantly drew on their overalls, 
still clammy with the damp of night, and 
forced their protesting bodies to start the 
morning chores. Pigs, cows and horses 
wondered what this day would bring with 
the boss starting his work so early in the 


ay. 

It was ‘HEY’ Day and thousands of Iowa 
men, farmers, breeders and cattle feeders 
were starting their work well before day- 
light in order to travel many miles to attend 
this annual event held at the Iowa State 
College, Ames, Iowa. Many picked up a 
carload of neighbors, others came by the 
truck and bus load, and all started the day 
plenty early to be sure they arrived in time 
for the first events. 

At Ames the official day started at seven 
forty-five when P. C. Burns, of Armour and 
Company, and Ray Walsh, of the Chicago 
Producers, both of Chicago, inspected the 
cattle and placed a valuation by lots on the 
experimental cattle used in the demonstra- 
tion this day. 

The program proper began at nine-thirty 
when assembly was called at the cattle 
yards on Beech Avenue and Dean H. H. 
Kildee welcomed the crowd to this annual 
event. Following his address, and lasting 
until eleven thirty, was the demonstration 
conducted by C. C. Culbertson and W. E. 
Hammond with the assistance of the cattle 
feeder, V. E. Donelson. 


This demonstration brought each pen of 
feeder cattle before the men present and the 
loud speakers told the report of gains in 
each pen, the valuation of the cattle on the 
Chicago market, their estimated dressing 
percentages, exact cost of the gain, allot- 
ment and rations fed to each group of 


steers, feed saved by running hogs with the 
steers, and the experimental laboratory had 
furnished information on the feed used. 
This information may be obtained by writ- 
ing the Animal Husbandry department of 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa, and asking 
for A. H. Leaflet No. 160, dated June, 1942. 
This leaflet presents the results of a cattle 
feeding operation in which seven groups of

Meat for National and Civilian Defense Program 


By Paul A. Goeser, National Live Stock and Meat Board 


The importance of food and plenty of 
food for our armed forces and our civilian 
population has been well expressed by the 
slogan, “Food Will Win The War”. 

Food is a war weapon, fully as valuable 
in winning victories as are bombing planes, 
battle ships, guns and ammunition. With 
millions of men in army camps across the 
nation, the problem of furnishing them 
daily with appetizing meals, is one of tre- 
mendous concern. America’s soldiers are 
hearty eaters. When a man joins the Army 
he brings his appetite with him. He eats 
about twenty-five per cent more in the 
Army than he did in civilian life. During 


The Importance of Meat in the National and Civilian 
Defense Program was the talk to be given by R. C. 
Pollock, General Manager of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board, however Mr. Pollock was called to 
Washington, D. C. to assist in the National Nutrition 
Program, so it was necessary to send Mr. Paul A. 
Goeser of the Meat Merchandising Department of the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board to “Pinch Hit” 
for Mr. Pollock.

his first ninety days in the service, the 
average soldier, according to the records 
gains about seven pounds. Some of course 
gain much more than that. 

With our Army constantly expanding, the 
problems of transporting food supplies to 
the army camps, the distribution of these 
supplies to the various units and the pre- 
paration of the food for the Army megs, 
have increased in magnitude. But the job 
seems to have been well done. America is 
credited today with not only having the best 
fed Army of any nation, but also the best 
fed Army in our nation’s-history. 

Many foods of course enter into the diet 
of the American soldier. His diet is a 
varied one, composed of those foods which 
will help him to keep pace with his strenu- 
ous duties and build a strong healthy body. 
Meat is of course a leading component of 
Army meals. The Army usually serves 
two meat meals a day and in many cases 
three meals a day will include meat. The 
average soldier eats about a pound of meat 
per day. 

Nearly two years ago the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board decided that it would 
render every possible assistance to the 
Army in connection with the task of feed- 
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j men of the armed forces. We found 
eget Quartermaster Department of the 
Army was eager to receive this assistance 
and to cooperate to the fullest possible 


.. not the thought of. _ Board ba 
was doing a poor job, or was fall- 
bes pe on the job. Not at all. Rather 
the idea behind our offer of service was 
that the task was of such magnitude that 
the Board could help the Army to do a bet- 
ter job. The Army meat program has been 
featured by lecture-demonstrations at the 
various Army posts covering the cutting, 
cooking and carving of meat, the care of 
tools, refrigeration, sanitation and other 
topics. : ‘ 

The Army program as it has been carried 

on, consists of three main divisions, (1) 
The training of regimental meat specialists, 
(2) the training of men to become meat in- 
structors in the Baker’s and Cook’s Schools, 
and (3) work carried on with the unit 
supply men at the posts to assist them in 
making possible the best possible distribu- 
tion of meat to the various units. 
* [| may say that before we began this 
work in the Army, we paid visits to a num- 
ber of Army posts to gain a better idea of 
the problems in handling and serving meat 
and other foods. In the visits to the posts 
we learned as much about the Army as the 
Army learned about meat. We followed the 
meat through from the time it arrived at 
the post until it was served to the men in 
the mess halls. We interviewed the officers 
and men responsible for feeding the Army. 
We studied methods of cutting meat, meat 
cooking methods, cooking equipment, meat 
cutting tools and in short tried to get a 
complete picture of the situation. 

One of the things we found out in these 
visits was the fact that speed was one of 
the things necessary in serving Army meals. 
We found that boneless roasts of meat were 
desirable because they take up a minimum 
of stove space and can be quickly carved. 
We found that it is an advantage to have 
roasts of about the same size so that when 
put into the oven they will cook in the same 
length of time. One of the things we dis- 
covered was that the cuts of the various 
meats which had been developed for the 
retail meat trade, were not suitable for 
Army needs. So new cutting methods were 
evolved for beef, veal, pork and lamb. 

In the case of beef, for example, the 
method of cutting provides boneless cuts of 
uniform weight. The prepartion of pork 
doesn’t present much of a problem since 
pork comes to the Army in wholesale cuts. 
In preparing the pork for roasts, the bones 
are removed so as to save cooking space and 
make carving easier. 

In connection with lamb, a method of 
cutting was developed which provides the 
proper percentages of lamb for roasts and 
stews and thus uses the entire carcass to 
the best advantage. The long saddle includ- 
ing the legs, loin and rack, is used as roasts 
and the shoulders, breast, shank and neck 
for stewing. The shoulder is designated as

roasts are desired, it can be boned and roll- 
ed as a roast—otherwise it is used for 
stews. 

The demonstrations on meat cutting 
methods are however, only one phase of the 


the “balance” cut. That is, 


instruction given at the posts. All meat 
of course has to be cooked. For the most 
part the boys who take over the duties as 
army cooks have not had a great deal of 
experience but they are willing and anxious 
to learn. The program in the Army features 
the roasting, braising and stewing of meat, 
the right temperature to use for best results 
and other points. The value of moderate 
temperatures in saving cooking losses and 
in providing a more appetizing meat dish is 
stressed. The fact that high temperatures 
waste both meat and fuel is emphasized. 

In our lectures and demonstrations we 
also demonstrate the proper methods of 
carving meat. We emphasize the nutritive 
and health value of meat and call attention 
to the latest research findings which show 
the value of meat as a source of protein, 
vitamins, iron, phosphorus, calories and 
other food factors. 

An important phase of the work is the 
training of men as meat instructors for the 
Baker’s and Cook’s Schools. The training 
of these men makes our work go farther. 
We train them and in turn they are fitted 
to train others and to advise on meat ques- 
tions. A total of 107 men have been trained 
to date. 

Now in addition to the lecture-demonstra- 
tions, we have prepared meat literature for 
the Army which is of value to Army per- 
sonnel in connection with their meat prob- 
lems. One of these publications is a Hand- 
book on Cutting Beef. This handbook is 
illustrated and shows step by step how to 
make the various Army beef cuts. A book 
similar to the above is Handbook on Cutting 
Lamb. Still another piece of Army meat 
literature is one titled, “Meat Reference 
Manual for Mess Sergeants and Cooks”. 
The latest contribution is a 96-page booklet, 
the title of which is, “Baking Manual For 
the Army Cook”. This booklet contains 145 
pictures and is designed to show how to use

In summary, I may say that during the 
past twelve months we have worked in 
seventy-nine posts in the nine corps areas 
and have given 872 meat lecture-demon- 
strations which have been attended by 45,- 
660 officers and men. That this work is 
much appreciation by Army officials is 
shown by the letters of commendation we 
are constantly receiving. 

In addition to the Army program, the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board has 
been rendering every possible service in the 
national nutrition program. The Board was 
represented at the first nutrition conference 
in Washington, D. C. where the plan for the 
nation-wide nutrition effort was launched. 

You are all acquainted I feel sure with 
the need for such a program as is now be- 
ing carried on and which is headed by Paul 
V. McNutt, Dr. M. L. Wilson and others. A

ante. Among them we noted many of the 
old time breeders and about as many of the 
new comers; as the price raised the bidders 
became fewer in number; Mr. Little remain- 
ed to the end—$1700.00 was recorded on the 
clerk’s books.

The first ten females passed quickly at the 
average price of $712.50 per head. The first 
twenty sold averaged $585.00 each; the first 
thirty made $542.00 per head, and the fourth 
brace of ten raised the average to $601.25.

June 23d Bill Barton and I took a run over 
to Adel, Iowa, on our way home from the Hop- 
ley-Hanna-McGregor sale to attend the very 
last public auction of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
scheduled for the 1942 spring sale season. This 
was the consignment sale of Western lowa 
breeders under the management of Francis 
Martin, well known to all the breeders in the 
Sioux City area as the promoter of the inter- 
state Sales held there. 

Coming directly from the sale the day before 
where the average nearly reached the five hun- 
dred dollar mark we felt that many of these 
eattle at the Adel sale sold at a very low fig-

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Thursday, June 25th, was the day sched- 
uled for the Illinois Field Day and Type 
Show. The place was Hamilton Brothers 


Farm, Good Hope, Illinois. Need I say 
more? Yes, it not only rained, but it pour- 
ed. Ropes tightened and tent stakes pulled 
out, everyone got wet and everyone had a 
swell time, despite the weather. 

It was nearly ten o’clock when Bill and 
I arrived at the gateway of the Hamilton 
Bros. farm and as far as we could see we 
were among the very first present for there 
were only a few cars parked by the show 
barn and fewer parked by the big tent. 

We had ample opportunity to examine the 
cattle and the new show barn. I was inter- 
ested in this last mentioned for it was my 
first visit since the barn had been complet- 
ed. This barn stands on a little knoll west 
of the paved highway, and between the barn 
and the road are the white board exercis- 
ing pens where the cattle present a pretty 
picture to passing motorists. 

The driveway passes to the north of the 
white board lots and makes a complete cir- 
cle just on the north side of the barn, the 
circle contains a flag pole, where the flag 
would have been displayed this day had the 
weather been decent, and all around this 
circular drive are shrubs and flowers with 
an evergreen hedge along the west side of 
the drive, which in time will screen the new 
tenant house from the driveway. 

This show barn faces east, toward the 
highway, and while I did not ask its size I 
would judge now that it is about forty by 
eighty. Along the east end of the barn is 
a full porch with a brick floor, this porch 
also being the driveway for cars, or wagons, 
going into the lots south of the barn. An 
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Illinois Field Da 


alleyway runs east and west through the 
barn, wide enough for a team and wagon to 
drive through between the pens that line the 
north and south sides of the barn. These 
pens are about twelve to fourteen, each pen 
has running water, its own window complete 
with sliding frame and outside screen. The 
main doors of this barn on east and west are 
double sliding doors that when closed cover 
the double screen doors that are fitted to 
the opening. This barn, complete with con- 
crete floors and electric lights, painted en- 
tirely white inside and out, is one of the 
most modern show barns I ever visited. One 
man with a spray gun keeps the flies al- 
most entirely from this barn. 

Another feature that took my fancy was 
that the brick foundation ran up the outside 
walls to a height equal to that of the pens 
inside, each pen had a simple and fool proof 
locking system consisting of an iron rod 
that slides through three rings to lock the 
door solidly. Coder Hamilton, all togged out 
in boots and white shirt, was busily engag- 
ed in shaking up bedding for the show cat- 
tle but took time out to tell us about each 
one. 

The Hamiltons, knowing that any event 
at their farm meant rain, were ready for 
the weather. A square tent had been erect- 
ed just north and west of the show barn. It 
was in this tent that the type show and 
judging programs were conducted. A larger 
tent had been placed in the pasture just

north of the barn. This big tent contained 
four long rows of tables that seated all the 
visitors for the picnic meal, while another 
table along the north end of the tent held 
all the food. A speaker’s platform, large 
enough to accommodate the entire Good 
Hope Band which played during the meal, 
and complete with sound system, had been 
erected along the south side of this tent. 

Because the downpour disrupted the pro- 
gram the registration of visitors was start- 
ed about ten-thirty and continued until din- 
ner time. Before dinner the many visitors 
mingled and talked, everyone content to 
wait until the rain stopped before going 
= with the type show in the smaller 

ent. 

Dinner was a revelation and in itself was 
enough to make any farmer want to raise 
Aberdeen-Angus. Two ohne thousand pound 
steers had been slaughtered and hung un- 
til they were just right. These steers had 
been on nurse cows all the time and had a 
grain ration since the day they turned three 
weeks of age. No knife was needed to cut 
this meat and it was oven bar-b-qued to per- 
fection. These steers were of the Hamilton 
raising and were a part of their contribu- 
tion to the picnic. 

Besides the bar-b-que was served Good 
Hope Baked Beans (of which I had a lib- 
eral helping) potato chips, fresh buns, 
pickles, celery, onions, enough cake and ice 
cream for a young army and a choice of 
milk or coffee, or both. Heaping platters 
of meat and big dishes of baked beans cir- 
culated freely during the meal. Everyone 
present had at least two helpings of each 
and at least two pieces of cake. It was one 
of the few times in my life that an offer to 
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beans had to be turned down and 
} Aomeed left the table hungry it was his 


own fault. 

Several of the guests were unable to at- 
tend this meeting so Gene Irwin, speaker 
and chairman, improvised a program from 
among those present. Sam Guard of the 
Breeders Gazette, Spencer, Indiana, gave 
his talk, boosting the breed and praising the 
men who were raising beef to help feed this 
nation at war, but in closing made one mis- 
take, he said that we needed to develop the 
latent milking possibilities of our breed.

Occasionally, we see a real herd bull prospect sell at auction. 
Quite as often as we witness a real prospect sell, we find few 
buyers ready to take advantage of that kind of a bull. Such was 
the occasion that arose on May 14th when Drs. J. I. and O. S. 
Hendren offered for sale in the Grand River-Raona auction the 
bull, Black Grenadier 2d. For some minutes, he was not ap- 
preciated by the rather slim crowd that was in attendance. Why 
such occasions arise is hard to understand, for there were breed- 
ers there, who could have purchased the bull to their own ex- 
cellent advantage. We hear often, that one reason for the suc- 
cess of many auctions is that people come to buy a bargain. That 
may or may not be true, but we are definitely of the opinion 
that the real bargains are seldom appreciated. Moreover, we 
fee] the real bargains occur when the best individuals, the best 
bred cattle are offered, regardless of the price at which they 
may be selling. We have never seen a real herd bull that cost too 
much, or a poor one that didn’t cost too much, when he was pur- 
chased and later in the kind and quality of calves that he sires. 

There was a young man at the Grand River-Raona Sale,

Hendren bought her at an _ Indiana 
State Sale several years ago from the con- 
signment of Mr. Fred Spencer of Waveland, 
Indiana. She didn’t sell high, and was a 
real kind of a cow. She was by Cole’s 
Blackmere, he by Prizemere 50th, a_ bull 
used most successfully in the herd of Mr. 
J. Omar Cole of Peru, Indiana. Again, off 
the subject, but if you want to see some 
great thick, deep bodied beautiful cows, 
visit Mr. Cole’s farm. Many are daughters 
of Prizemere 50th and bespeak his ability 
in the breeding pen, and he had many 
honors as a show bull. 

In checking the breeding on the sire’s side 
of the bull, Black Grenadier 2d, we find 
that all the way back to Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, his sire, grandsire, great grandsire, 
etc., were what we could aptly call “bargain 
bulls”, real bargains in herd bull purchases.

Ohio State Sells Elite’s Enchanter 615391, a 
Senior Yearling Show Bull to Head the Constant 
Springs Farm Herd owned by Mrs. Eleanor 
Robertson of Springfield, Ohio. Annual Picnic 
Cancelled because of Transportation Problems. 
Ohio Breeders to Stage Fall Sale at Columbus.

There may be less useless transportation these days than for 
some time, but we are happy to state that from reports all over the 
country the demand for good Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock is 
steadily on the increase. 


So it was no great surprise to receive Secretary J. B. Mc- 
Corkle’s letter advising us of recent sales and other Buckeye activ- 
ities. 

To us, at least, the announcement of the sale of the young 
bull, Elite’s Enchanter was of major importance. First, this calf 
is a good bull, and is a well bred bull, a bul! that should prove a 
good sire. More about his breeding a bit later. The factor that 
appeals to us is that he goes to a comparatively new herd. This is 
the Constant Springs Farm located near Springfield, Ohio and own- 
ed by Mrs. Eleanor Robertson. Too often, in fact more often than 
not a new herd can be found headed by an inferior kind of a bull, 
and no matter how good the females may be, there is little chance 
for any improvement. Therefore we are happy that as Mac states 
Elite’s Enchanter is a real top prospect, that he has sold the bull 
to head this herd. We may have a chance at some time to have a 
look at the herd and if so and when, we shall comment further 
about them. Elite’s Enchanter is by the Ohio State, University herd 
bull, The Elite, a bull whose get in recent years has included the 
lightweight champion steer over all breeds at the International as 
well as a first prize heifer calf at the last International. The dam 
of Elite’s Enchanter is a daughter of Quantum of Meadow Brook, 
a bull that Mr. Strine of Waldo, Ohio, has used with much success. 


Elite’s Enchanter as an individual is according to J. B. Mc- 
Corkle, “this bull would have been one of the top senior yearlings 
on the road this year and we were pointing him for the show cir- 
cuit.” J. B. “Mac” McCorkle doesn’t like to show an inferior beast, 
and we haven’t as yet seen him at the halter of one that didn’t have 
a chance to win or at least be among the strong contenders. In 
other words an eighth or ninth place winner adds no prestige to a 
herd, but a strong contender always gives good publicity.

Ohio Breeders State Show 


In connection with the Champaign County Fair held at Ur- 
bana, Ohio, Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders are staging an Aber- 
den-Angus show that should prove of much interest to the fair’s 
visitors and of considerable benefit to the breeders of the state, 
especially those that plan on exhibiting some cattle. 


With many forms of recreation being continued through the war, 
all of which requires much use of gasoline and rubber, it is not 
wholly understood that live stock shows should be cancelled, be- 
cause of conservation of rubber and gasoline. For today more than 
ever before, there is need of more and better beef. Beef, the main- 
stay of the diet of the fighting man, can aid much in a victory. 
More and better beef comes not from the old fashioned long horn 
steer. Nor does it come from the use of a non-descript herd bull 
on ordinary cows. Better to advertise the manner in which good 
beef is bred, than to rely on producing inferior beef, which is “poor 
eating” at best, and certainly uneconomical. Much of the nation’s 
beef comes from the small farmer who has a few cows. The fairs 
are his vacation, and a major form of his education. So, we are 
happy that Ohio breeders are going ahead with a state show, which 
may not be able to show as many of the nation’s top cattle as has 
been seen in recent years at the Ohio State Fair, but will suffice to 
the public the value of breeding better cattle. 


Don’t forget the date of the showing. The cattle will be at 
Urbana from August 8th until August 14th and the judging to be 
done by Mr. Dale Fletcher, Manager of Bethel Farm at Pine Plains, 
New York will be done on Thursday, August 13th.

A telegram from J. Harvey Allen, Presi- 
dent of the Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Co-operative Association informs 
us that the annual barbecue and picnic will 
be held at the farm of Bottorff and Baye- 
less, a mile north of Goshen, Kentucky, on 
Route U. S. 42.

much as possible the values of good herd 
sires in the production of feeder cattle. Ab- 
erdeen-Angus have no superior as feeder 
cattle, have no superior as to dressing per- 
centage, with little waste, and have no su- 
perior as to quality edible beef. It becomes 
the duty thus of breeders to offer for sale 
to commercial breeders as well as to pure 
bred breeders the best of sires, so that beef 


may first be bred right so that it wi 

and finish most economically. Por a aa 
er portion of choice edible beef is better 
than a larger portion of inferior beef a 
will serve better to fit our fighting men’s 
appetites, so that they may better 
quicker accomplish the task at hand. 


Again it becomes the duty of b 
everywhere to market their inferior ealine 
the ones who produce the ess desirable 
calves, the ones that are irregular in their 
production and the ones that lack the type 
to ever improve the breed. For that reason 
we offer the following article written by 
J. B. McCorkle on “Learn to See Your Own 
Cattle”. Too frequently, breeders can readily 
see the faults of their neighbor’s bull and 
their neighbor’s cows, but when inspecting 
their own, they put on a pair of rose colored 
glasses, and compare their herd with the 
best in the land. To make the herd the best 
in the land requires more than a pair of rose 
colored glasses. Read Mr. McCorkle’s story 
and then go have a look at your cows. 


Learn To See 


The subject that I have selected has often 
been perturbing to me because so many 
times a breeder overestimates the value of 
his cattle in dollars and cents and often as 
individuals in comparison with his fellow 
breeder. 

The question uppermost in my mind is 
just what to look for in an animal. The 
first thing that I see when viewing an ani- 
mal is the length of leg. I suppose the rea- 
son is that I have been drilled on that one 
thing to the extreme that I am conscious of 
that above all else. .Next I see the depth 
and thickness of body and then I think 
about the head. Of course you look for re- 
finement and feminine character when judg- 
ing females and masculine character when 
looking at bulls. Understand that the three 
things I have listed are not listed in order 
of importance to a breeder. 

I am in a position to meet breeders of all 
kinds—meaning the farmer with only a few 
cows and up the scale where the income 
from the cattle is of major importance in 
the operation of the farm. The fellow who 
shows cattle has an idea of how good an in- 
dividual is on a comparative basis because 
he has the opportunity to compare his cat- 
tle with others and the same goes for the 
sale of cattle. The man who does not see 
his cattle with a critical eye and that does 
not know type and the real worth of ani- 
mals is handicapped severely. I attend ev- 
ery public auction of pure bred cattle that 
I have an opportunity to attend for it is 
here that we can watch the experts in judg- 
ing and appraising the worth of an animal. 
It is very seldom that we have a man that 
is a pedigree crank to the extent that he 
will not appraise the individual above his 
pedigree. Of course, we all know that a 
good individual with a popular pedigree is

of more value than a good individual with 
an ordinary pedigree but it will be interest- 
ing to watch the top-notch breeder do his 
bidding. 

I would like to tell the sad plight of a 
cattleman of another breed. This man pur- 
chased twenty-five bred heifers and they 
calved and ten of these calves were bulls. 
These bulls will be two years old in the 
spring of 1941 and he would really like to 
get out from under them, but the catch to 
his owning these bulls for so long is, he 
thinks they are high-class bulls and has 
them priced around $400 when they are 
$150 bulls. I took two buyers to his place 
but the price was completely out of line to 
the quality offered so what is the use of 
sending more buyers to this herd. The end 
of the story is that this man is advertising 
the herd for sale believing that the Nation- 
al association, State association and others 
have really worked to squeeze him out of 
the cattle business. By the way, the price is 
still $250 per head on $150 cattle. 

Let me tell another experience of a man 
that priced his yearling bulls for $250 (and 
they were a very ordinary lot) and he said 
that he would eat them before taking less. 
To make a long story short I might say that 
he kept his bulls until they were three years 
old and then sold them for $175 to go into 
a commercial herd. 

Naturally I believe in getting all you can 
for your salable cattle but a small dose of 
business sense should go along with your 
program. A man should stop to think that 
it costs money to feed cattle for the second 
year and they are never in as fresh condi- 
tion as calves or yearlings. Most bulls are 
bought in late spring or early summer 50 
don’t let that trade slip through your hands. 
On the other hand if you have a top-notch 
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oy See 


male there is always someone 
~ — and this is the time to really 
bear down on the price. 

know of men who seem to have a 
ea ehent being afraid of overcharging 
the buying public. It seems to me that com- 
petition is the life of most any endeavor so 
I believe that we should demand the high 
dollar for a worthy animal. When a man 
cuts prices he is hurting himself, the breed 
and all other breeders for it tends to lower 
the value of the product and over the coun- 
try quite a loss will occur. The public auc- 
tion is again a place to create a price level 
and it is the producer’s place to keep in step 
and keep his product on a high financial 


plane. ; 

It seems that so many people are satis- 
fied to drift along in the same rut they have 
been in for years and leave the progressive 
breeding program in the hands of such a 
few men. The question has never been 
answered of why a better bull is not used 
in the herd. It would be better to sell an 
extra cow and pay an extra $100 for a bull 
that would take us forward. This is a hard 
proposition to sell men with hard cash, not 
to mention the small operator. When one 
has changed bulls and his “Get” are being 
born we are always naturally enthused 
about them for we are an optimistic breed 
ourselves. I believe we are all guilty of 
this very thing. How am I to know how 
good the calves are unless I select some of 
the better-looking prospects and give extra 
care and present them in competition with 
other breeders’ cattle. That is just what I 
always do. I fit two or three heifers and 
several steers—I say steers because we steer 
all our bull calves to be fed and shown. 
If I were with a herd owned individually 
all the bull calves would get extra attention 
for that is where the money comes from. I 
know of several breeders who fit young cat- 
tle and show at several county fairs and 
perhaps at two State fairs then band to- 
gether and have a public sale. These breed- 
ers are making money. The cattle advertise 
themselves while being shown and pay for 
their feed while getting fat and in sale con- 
dition, then are sold while still young and 
attractive to the public. This corn crib 
cross on cattle is really uplifting when sell- 
ing time comes along. 


May I conclude my discussion by asking 
a few questions ? 


Do you put due emphasis on the desired 
type of the 1940 model? 


Do you watch the bloodlines in your herd ? 


Do you strive to keep the milking quali- 
ties of your herd on a basis that will tend

WHY NOTA 
FEEDER CALF SALE? 

With the many herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in Kentucky, the Journal is of the 
opinion that it would be an easy matter to 
secure from two to three hundred or more 
feeder calves for a fall sale. This event 
would prove of real benefit to many of Ken- 
tucky’s breeders. 

By properly developing a market for 
feeder calves more and more of Kentucky’s 
good farmers would become interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, thereby increasing 
the demand for breeding stock.

i Creams, brought forth the fol- 
Aming. information on the history of the 
b 


ne “about 1910 the late Harry (Hat) 
Lakin, well known stock dealer of Ells- 
worth, Iowa, bought a cream colored mare 
at a farm sale in Story county. She had 
an attractive cream color, white mane and 
tail, pink skin and amber colored eyes. All 
of the American Cream horses in this sec- 
tion trace directly to this foundation dam. 
Mr. Lakin sold her to the Nelson Brothers, 
of Jewell, where she raised several cream 
colored colts. Not much interest was dis- 
played in these colts in the community at 
that time and most of them were sold, or 
traded out of the territory, as they were 
very attractive and sold at prices above 
the average. = te 

Eric Christian was one of the main in- 
fluences in the history of American Creams, 

Eric was a horse lover and old time veter- 
inary, the first man to see the possibilities 
of establishing a new breed of these un- 
usually attractive horses and because of his 
foresight he persuaded the Nelson Brothers 
to keep one of the old mare’s colts for a 
stallion. This horse became the progenitor 
of the Cream breed. 

One of this horse’s sons was raised by 
John Yancy, formerly of Jewell, but who 
later moved to Minnesota taking the horse 
with him but leaving a few good colts to 
carry on. This horse, known as the ‘Yancy 
Horse’, weighed approximately sixteen hun- 
dred pounds and had an excellent cream 
color, white mane and tail, pink skin and 
all the American Cream characteristics. 
Although he was a trifle small for the 
heavy draft build we want today, his get 
proved to be larger and more of the draft 
type. Nothing much was heard of the 
‘Yancy Horse’ after he was taken to Min- 
nesota and he died at the age of fifteen 
after siring a great many colts, all of 
which, so far as we know and have been 
able to find, were sold and drifted away 
from the breeder. 

Charles Knox, formerly of Jewell, raised 
a good cream colored stallion by the Yancy 
stallion. This horse was locally known as 
the ‘Knox Horse’ and sometimes referred 
to as ‘Buck’ because of his color. He weigh- 
ed about eighteen hundred and was an ex- 
cellent horse with all the characteristics of 
a true cream and probably was a better 
draft horse than his sire because of his in- 
creased size and weight. He only lived to 
be about six years old when he was kicked 
by another horse and died soon after. He 
had some Shire blood in his breeding which 
accounted for his good style and action. 

The Knox horse, (Buck) was the sire of 
many good colts, among which was Silver 
Lace, one of the greatest Cream Horses 
known, and was owned by G. A. Lenning, 
of Union, Iowa. Silver Lace had for a dam 
a Farceur bred Belgian, accounting for his 
size and thickness, his weight of two thou- 
sand pounds, and other Belgian characteris- 
tics, however he had an excellent cream 
color, pink skin, white mane and tail, am- 
ber eyes and was the sire of many cream 
colored colts, a good many of which are 
being used today to lay the foundation for 
this new breed of draft horses. 

Silver Lace is the great-great-grandson 
of the old foundation mare and you will 
note that the color has remained predomin- 
ate through the generations even though it 
has been crossed with other strong colors. 
Among the present day’s generation some 
of the best known stallions are a twenty- 
one hundred pound horse owned by Law- 
rence Bavender, of Marshall county; Ard- 
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more Flash and Silver Lad, both owned by 
C. T. Rierson, of Radcliffe. The first two 
are sired by Silver Lace while the last men- 
tioned was sired by a Farcuer bred Belgian 
and his mother was a cream colored mare. 

All through this history we have empha- 
sized the characteristics of each cream 
colored horse, which are singularly alike 
and from this the breeders have set a 
standard that they believe covers the es- 
sential characteristics for a horse to be 
classified an American Cream. These are 
as follows, pink skin, rich cream color, 
white mane and tail, a few white markings 
on the face and feet and lastly, amber 
colored eyes which are almost white when 
the colt is young. Nearly all the horses de- 
scended from Silver Lace have a white left 
hind foot. 

Most of the breeders of American Creams 


-will tell you first of the wonderful disposi- 


tions of these horses. They are quiet and 
easily handled yet they retain a lot of style 
and action. You will notice that although 
the Creams have been crossed with other 
breeds, namely Belgians and Percherons the 
cream color dominates and these crosses 
have only tended to give them a heavier 
and draftier build. As a result of these 
crossings the average Cream of today 
weighs about seventeen to eighteen hundred 
while in the beginning they only weighed 
from twelve to fourteen hundred pounds. 

Present day owners of these horses are 
interested in starting an association and 
recording their horses. These men are C. 
T. Rierson, of Radcliffe; E. E. Reece & Son, 
of New Providence; Lawrence Bavender, of 
Clemens; Elmer Engleson, of Hubbard; 
Verner Stromer, of Klemme and a few 
others who own from two to three head 
each. 

Mr. Rierson is the owner of Ardmore 
Stock Farm, well known Iowa Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeding establishment and he has 
built up a herd of twenty-three head of 
these attractive horses. In.order to interest 
more people in this breed he has shown his 
horses at local fairs and has a regular 
show wagon he uses with a six horse hitch. 
These horses are very well matched and 
make a team that gets wide attention at 
the shows and would make splendid draft 
horses on the larger Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing farms as they are such an attractive 
color. 

So far as we know this is the only group 
of horses of this color and if you have 
cream colored horses in your neighborhood 
that are raising cream colored colts I am 
sure that Mr. Rierson would be glad to 
have you write him and tell him where they 
are, for he has devoted much time to trac- 
ing the history of the breed and is anxious 
to learn if there are other herds like them 
in Ameriea. 


MR. D. P. DAVIES 
JOHN DEERE MEDALIST 


D. P. Davies, Vice-President and Consult- 
ing Engineer of the J. I. Case Company has 
been chosen by the Jury of Awards of the 
American Society of Agricultural Engineers 
to receive the John Deere Medal. This 
honor was bestowed upon Mr. Davies for 
“Distinguished achievement in the applica- 
tion of Science and Art to the Soil”. The 
award was bestowed upon him by George 
Kable, President of the Society at the an- 


. nual dinner of the organization at their 


a at Milwaukee, Wisconsin on July 
st. 
David Pryce Davies was born in Towny, 
North Wales on August 1, 1870. In March 
1873 his parents immigrated to America 
and settled on a farm located near Racine, 
Wisconsin. 

Mr. Davies spent his early days in the 


oe 


country and attended both country and city 
schools. While still living on the farm 
which, by the way, is the present site of the 
Case Tractor Works, he entered the employ- 
ment of the J. I. Case Company in October 
1886 as a machinist apprentice. While an 
apprentice he supplemented his education by 
attending Y. M. C. A. night school. In 1891 
he enrolled as a special student in mechani- 
cal engineering at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. In June 1892 he returned to Case as a 
draftsman and engineer. 

In 1892 he assisted in the design and 
made all the drawings for the first gas 
tractor. Upon its completion the tractor 
was driven to the country where it drove 
a thresher. In 1895 he was made Assistant 
Shop Superintendent. In 1896 he designed 
the Case side crank steam tractor. 

In 1898 he accepted an engineering posi- 
tion with the Edward P. Allis Company of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. In 1900 he was en- 
gaged by the Marinette Iron Works, 
Marinette, Wisconsin. As their Superinten- 
dent, “D.P.” designed for them a line of 
vertical stationary engines. Most of these 
were operated on natural gas, and a great 
number were directly connected to electric 
generators. 

During 1903 he was employed by the 
Allis-Chalmers Company, who had recently 
contracted a license with the M. A. N. Com- 
pany of Nuremberg, Germany, to manufac- 
ture and sell in the United States the double- 
acting type of gas engine. Mr. Davies was 
sent to Germany as their engineering rep- 
resentative. 

His stay in Germany was for nearly two 
and one-half years. All of this period was 
not entirely spent on gas engines. Some of 
it was spent at Zurich, Switzerland with 
Esher-Weiss who manufactured a high head 
hydraulic turbine. An order had been given 
to Willians and Robinson Company of Rug- 
by, England for a 500-kilowatt turbine. He 
spent some time at Rugby inspecting the 
progress on this machine. 

On returning Mr. Davies superintended 
the installation of blast furnace engines at 
the Homestead Works at Pittsburgh, the 
South Works Plant of Illinois Steel at Chi- 
cago and the new Gary Plant. 

In 1910 he returned to Case as an en- 
gineer to develop gas tractors. In 1919 he 
was made Vice-President and later Vice- 
President and Chief Engineer. In 1941 his 
title was changed to Vice-President and 
Consulting Engineer of all plants. 

During his connection with Case, he was 
responsible for the design of many types 
of tractors. These have been awarded 
prizes and medals in competition with oth- 
ers in foreign countries and in this country. 

During the early development of gas 
tractors, annual plowing contests were held 
at Winnipeg, Canada. Many of the tractors 
designed by Mr. Davies won gold medals for 
the best of their class. 

In 1929, after over four years of extensive 
development, the Case Company brought out 
a new “Davies Designed” tractor, the Model 
“L”. Smaller sizes in 4-wheel, all-purpose, 
orchard and industrial tractors followed. 

In 1939 the first of the Flambeau Red 
series Tractor were introduced. In their 
design Mr. Davies drew upon his tractor 
experience of fifty years. 

He has been a member of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers since 1917; and is a 
director of the Milwaukee Post of the Army 
Ordnance Association. In February 1940 
he was highly honored by being elected as 
one of a select group to be given a Modern 
Pioneer Award by the National Association 
of Manufacturers. The awards are given in 
recognition for outstanding contribution to 
industrial progress through invention and 
research.

FAIR PROMISE FARM’ 
BETTERTON, KENT COUNTY, MD. 


Planned and surveyed in 1667, and re- 
planned and dedicated to Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in 1941. That’s the story of a Mary- 
land Farm in Kent county, on the Sassa- 
fras river of the beautiful Eastern shore. 

Maryland, a countryside of dreams and 
realizations, a land of plenty, a home of 
fine and hospitable people.

Recent information received from Mr. 
Myron M. Fuerst, manager of the Dutchess 
County Breeders’ Sale indicates that these 
well established breeders in New York state 
will stage their second annual auction on 
September 28th. We are happy to note that 
this sale is still going to be held, for with 
the start that these breeders made at the 
1941 sale, nothing short of actual order 
should now cancel the event. There is de- 
mand for good breeding stock and there 
should be an even better demand, iow that 
beef will play a more and more significant 
part in the manner in which the forces of 
the Allied nations carry on to the end of 
winning a war. 

More or less as a sidelight, yet most im- 
portant is the use of proper herd bulls to 
produce beef that is economical and yet of 
the quality that will afford good nourish- 
ment. To many it may seem that we should 
perhaps forget the pure bred business, and 
bend all efforts toward producing more and 
more beef. Such cannot be the opinion of 
the thinking man, the man who thinks of 
tomorrow as well as today. Our federal 
agencies are interested in the planting of 
rubber trees, to produce much needed rub- 
ber. It is not an overnight process. Yet, 
we think it important, for we must try to 
become as much as possible a self sufficient 
nation, able to produce that which we need 
now and shall need in the future. It would 
be foolish not to try to produce that for 
which we have been dependent upon other 
nations to supply. The same situation holds 
true with regard to the production of beef 
for a nation. We still. at least until very 
recently, have imported beef, and we pos- 
sibly still will import some. One reason for 
this is the lack of good sires in many of 
our commercial herds of breeding cattle. 
Not that we mean to state or even suggest 
that range men, commercial breeders of 
beef cattle, are not willing to pay the price 
necessary to secure herd bulls that will sire 
the kind of feeders that produce real profit. 
If anything, the commercial breeder is more 
particular, more ready to invest his money, 
and more anxious to secure good sires than 
the average breeder of registered cattle.

Often have we attended an aucti 

bulls, with much more to them — pe 
quality and breeding than are in service or 
were in service of more than one breeder 
in attendance at these sales. And yet, these 
same breeders will not bid or buy bulls that 
are far superior to the ones they are us- 
ing. Why? Well, we have often wondered 
and in some instances have discussed the 
matter with breeders, only to learn that 
they wanted to use their own bull, because 
he had been bred at their farm or because 
he was a member of some particular tribe 
or he was by a son of an International 
grand champion, or some other like reason, 
This happens at all sales, even when good 
bulls are offered and are selling at a bar- 
gain price. Good bulls are never costly, 
while inferior ones prove expensive every 
time they are bred to a cow. To most of 
us who attend many sales each year, the 
most regrettable fact is the manner in 
which too many would-be-great-breeders 
permit bulls of good type and conformation, 
quality animals, frequently backed up by a 
pedigree that has much of value about it, 
sell at prices far under their real value, 
Almost as discouraging is the time when 
these breeders have some bulls to sell and 
although they know in their own minds that 
the bulls should long past been steers and 
fed out for the packer market, they still ex- 
pect and try to promote the sale of them at 
prices far beyond that which they would 
consider paying for an outstanding animal. 
The bull that everyone seems to like before 
the sale, and the bull that several breeders, 
real hard-businessmen-breeders, who have in 
mind making a great herd of cattle pay a 
profit, and who recognize that equipment, 
materials and craftmanship pay dividends, 
that is the bull, that is ninety percent of the 
time the cheapest bull in the sale, despite 
the fact that he may sell for several hun- 
dreds or thousands of dollars more than the 
others. But, we were discussing the pure 
bred breeders’ job in the production of beef 
for victory, beef for our own and our allied 
forces. 


We think the pure bred breeder has a 
definite job. That job being to produce 
bulls good enough to sire quality feeders, 
calves that will mature rapidly, economical- 
ly and that when ready for the butcher's 
block will dress out to a considerably higher 
percentage of edible meat than the common 
kind of cattle that too frequently glut most 
markets, and for which most packers re- 
fuse to pay even an inferior price. There 
may be ceiling prices, but such will never 
be necessary to keep from inflating the 
common run of cattle. For no one is much 
interested in purchasing inferior quality, 
for he in turn has a much harder task to 
merchandise that type of product, and fre- 
quently his loss comes from buys of that 
nature. Assuming then, that the pure bred 
beef cattle breeder’s business is to produce 
good bulls, bulls that will show real im- 
provement in the feeder calves that com- 
mercial breeders are producing and are be- 
ing expected to produce in greater numbers, 
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can the pure bred breeder best 


ee hie task? The answer is simple, 


‘ke the average doctor of medicine will 
ro pal “To advise people to do certain 
things and not to do certain other things is 
simple, but to try to follow such advice, 
personally, is most difficult”. Yet, we, as 
pure bred breeders must produce better 
bulls, or our job is not being accomplished. 

First, not necessarily foremost, let’s check 
our entire cow herd. Check the cows on 
the basis of the following qualifications, 
type, quality, ability to regularly produce, 
the kind of calves produced, pedigree value, 
uniformity, and other qualities that either 
mark an animal desirable or undesirable. 

A great herd bull is necessary, and is un- 
questionably the most important investment 
that a cattle breeder makes whether he is 
breeding registered or commercial cattle. 
But, no matter how great a bull, the calves 
must have a mother, and great bulls bred 
to inferior cows cannot be expected to sire 
outstanding herd bulls nor great breeding 
cattle. We need not express our opinion as 
to the type of cow we prefer, nor as to the 
quality of cattle we like, for breeders gen- 
erally have the modern type of animal pret- 
ty well in mind. Most breeders can and do 
recognize quality when they see it. Pedi- 
gree value can be changed somewhat by 
show records, another factor that breeders 
in most instances realize. We might be 
able to select the cows in your various herds 
that are of the type we like, of the quality 
upon which we would try to insist should 
we be buying cattle, and could perhaps, to 
some extent, select a favorable pedigree and 
refuse some animal because of the lack of 
good breeding back of her. But one thing, 
that a breeder alone can do, and the thing 
he should constantly do is to keep a record 
of his cows, note the regularity with which 
they produce, and note the kind of calves 
they produce. We have frequently heard 
breeders comment to the effect, that they 
don’t like this cow of theirs, that she isn’t 
the right type and doesn’t produce the best 
of calves but that she has a great pedigree 
and that it should sell her calves. To which 
our reaction is (not necessarily aloud) “Aw, 
Nuts”. The breeder, who insists upon re- 
taining an animal in his breeding herd that 
regularly or irregularly produces nothing 
but inferior calves, is constantly in reverse 
gear, and can neither benefit himself or 
the breed. To be a progressive breeder, a 
breeder who shows a profit on his opera- 
tions and who helps to improve the breed 


must constantly keep a record of his cows > 
and cull the undesirables from his breeding 
herd. And, in culling them, remember that 


the new breeder, the enthusiastic interested 
prospect is not the place to market the un-

PEER. First, it does him no good but 
plenty of harm, and secondly, and of most 
importance to all of us, who are prone to 
be selfish and we all are. it reacts unfavor- 
ably to our future business. Check the man- 
ner in which the calves sell, the manner in 
which they compete with the tops if fitted 
and exhibited. For though an animal may 
produce a stylish calf, and it grows out un- 
favorably, if such is consistently the case, 
chances are the cow is not the kind of a 
producer that you want in your herd. If 
a calf, when fitted properly is a good year- 
ling, a good two year old and develops into 
a good breeding animal, his or her dam 
should never be sold, (whether she is fifteen 
or sixteen) as long as she will produce 

s. : 
— as to the herd bull. No breeder will 
disagree with the statement that you cannot 
buy too good a bull. We have often heard 
J. Garrett Tolan, unquestionably one of the 
breed’s greatest breeders, state that the 
bull is more than half the herd. That as 
far as he is concerned, any breeder who is 
expecting to invest some capital in a herd 
of cattle cannot go wrong if he allocates 
half of the money to be invested in the right 
bull, and the rest in as many good cows 
as the money will buy. With that state- 
ment, too, we are inclined to agree and to 
think that most all breeders will agree. The 
difficulty that arises is the locating of that 
bull. Just recently, Mr. Wayland Hopley 
offered almost a hundred head of cattle in 
an auction, a report of which is in this issue. 
Many of this number were descendants of 
the bull, Quality Marshall 3d, Sesquicen- 


tennial and International junior champion. 
They sold at remarkably good prices, for 
they were good cattle, and were out of good 
cows, were of the type that buyers wanted 
to add to their herds. An interesting fact 
concerning the Wayland Hopley herd is that 
Mr. Hopley’s original purchase of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle was the bull, 
Quality Marshall 3d. Get that fact. His 
first purchase was the bull, Quality Mar- 
shall 3d. He had no cows, no females to 
breed to the bull. The females were pur- 
chased later and according to the records in 
the show rings and at sales, both private 
and at public auction, including several that 
were exported, these females. must have 
been of the right type. Our reason for giv- 
ing the above is simply to prove the fact 
that to successfully breed cattle, one cannot 
be too careful about the selection of a herd 
bull. Other cases similar to the one men- 
tioned can be given almost at will, whereas 
the opposite, where little or no regard is 
paid to the herd sire, can be seen on many 
farms. 

At best, then, breeders everywhere should 
cull their herds, offering to the packer their 
undesirables, and bend every effort to se- 
cure and use a herd bull with the right type 
and quality backed by generations of suc- 
cessful breeding, so that they in turn may 
prove a real source of supply for herd bulls 
for the commercial cattle breeder. 


Dutchess county breeders offered a year 
ago a high class of breeding females. They 
offered no bulls, for they wanted the sale 
to be representative of the best of their ef- 
forts. If bulls are offered in this their 
second sale, we trust they will be in keeping 
with the high standard set by the sale fe- 
males of the fall of 1941.

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Selecting Club Calves, One Method that Breeders Everywhere 
Should Embrace to Properly Promote the Breed. J. B. Mc- 
Corkle’s Ideas, Pointing to Proper Type, What to Look For, 
Should Give Breeders a Better Knowledge of Proper Selection 
of a Club Calf. Only Through Getting the Best Calves in the 
Hands of Good Feeders can the Breed Maintain Their Record. 


By J. B. McCORKLE. 


First, let me state that I think we should 
abolish the practice of buying the calves 
for the boys and girls by the carload 
through the medium of a gate cut, or by 
drawing straws to get the calf that you are 
to fit and show. Why don’t all of us list 
with the State Association the number, 
quality, and price of the calves we wish to 
sell as steers, or, better yet, list them with 
our Chicago office and let the Association 
see that nothing but desirable calves are put 
out to our young feeders? So many times 
we use our young friends as an unloading 
market for our undesirables. 

Within the past few days I heard a young 
miss remark to her father that she had nev- 
er been able to win at a certain show, and 
I know the reason is that dad always sold 
the better calves as bulls and she fed what 
no one else wanted. 

Let all the guilty parties resolve now to 
let one top calf be steered and placed in the 
hands of a deserving boy or girl. 


Not so many years have gone by since 
I was a Club boy and in need of good ad- 


vice as to the selecting of the calf I was to 
feed. It wasn’t always rosy and everything 
did not always turn out as I had hoped, but 
I learned with my disappointments. 

After several years of looking up the line 
at the completion of the show, I found that 
I needed a calf of more approved type and 
of better breeding. I corrected my fault in 
selection and it became a habit to look down 
the line after the placings were made. 

Now we must consider conditions at home 
such as: Do I have room to handle one or 
more calves? Will I have enough feed to 
care for more than one calf? If I have to 
buy a young calf, will I have a nurse cow 
available or must I buy one that will de- 
mand an extra outlay of cash? 


Now I must acquaint myself with the 
standard age classification as made up by 
the three breed associations so that I will 
not purchase a short aged calf that must 
compete with calves three or four months 
older. We need all the advantage of age 
to compete with the other fellow. 

Now to delve into this problem of select- 


ing the right calf as I see it. W. : 
the correct type into our mind and the 


visit various herds until we isfj 
that we have the calf that will be of at 
proper type when finished and still have 
served the rare quality of carrying the 
highest quality of finish that can be had ’ 
_ As I leave home I know what I am leek 
ing for so I go to my neighbors and look 
over his young bull calves or the steers he 
may have. My prospect must be standing 
on short legs placed squarely under him 
and on this foundation I expect the calf to 
have a body that has a wide rib spread, a 
great depth of body, have his hooks laid ‘in 
smoothly, not the kind that I can hang my 
hat on, be long and level from hook to pin 
bones, not tapering as we often find. He 
must carry into a deep twist and a full 
bulging round that looks like it might lie on 
the hock. Of course, he must be a strong 
topped calf and have a straight underline 
flanking down deep, full in the heart girth 
and with his shoulders blending in with his 
body. I now have a desirable calf with 
thickness and depth of the top cuts of meat. 
But, I must go farther and see if my calf 
has a short neck and a short, thick head 
with clear eyes, plus a broad muzzle with a 
short strong jaw. Of course, the calf must 
show quality in his bone. 


This is about all my eye will tell me so I 
must next resort to my hands. I have known 
of a number of calves that looked like bell 
ringers, but when I handled them I had to 
pass them by, because I found with my fin- 
gers that they were heavy in the hide, 
that perhaps, they had no natural fleshing 
which is put there by good breeding, only. 
No man with a feed pail can put the flesh- 
ing on a calf that a good sire and dam can. 
A calf, no matter how young, if he has the 
proper breeding behind him, will have a

We must select 
the calf that has a thin, loose, pliable hide 
and that has a thick, mossy coat of hair. 

I am not ready to ask the price, yet, for 
I must see the sire and dam and sisters and 
brothers in mature form, if possible. For 
cattle bred right breed very true to type 
and ability to consume feed and lay on 
profitable fat. If they appear to be near 
the same type as the calf, I want one more 
look at the calf to be sure that I haven’t 
overlooked anything. 

If the man I am doing business with is a 
recognized judge and not too much of a 
salesman. I ask him his opinion of the calf 
and all the history he will offer about the 
ealf’s ancestry. If I am still impressed, | 
ask his price and deal for the calf, but I 
have only a start. I must now resolve to be 
the best caretaker possible.

Clova and College Lassie 7th, 
d foundation cows in the pre- 
of Nebraska pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus herd, went to the Omaha market 
this past week after having produced twen- 
ty-eight calves. Kenyon’s Clova, seventeen 
years of age, had produced fifteen calves 
only one of which died at less than a year of 
age. Her first calf, Blue Clova, a cross- 
bred heifer was reserve grand champion at 
the National Western Fat Stock Show at 
Denver in 1929. In 1937 one of her steer 
calves, Kenmore, was grand champion in the 
carcass class at this Denver show. She had 
also produced three other first or second 
prize winners at the Denver show. 

The old cow produced a live calf every 
year since 1928 and in one year she pro- 
duced two calves eleven months apart. 

Kenyon’s Clova has many valuable daugh- 
ters, granddaughters, and great-grand- 
daughters in the University of Nebraska 
herd. She is also the grandmother of the 
present University of Nebraska herd sire, 
N. U. Clovermere. : 

College Lassie 7th, fifteen years of age 
at time of her sale, produced her first calf 
in 1930 and has raised a calf every year 
since. Her mother was purchased by the 
University of Nebraska at the J. W. Mc- 
Clung dispersion sale at Indianola, Neb- 
raska, back in 1919. 

These two grand old cows were purchas- 
ed from the Animal Husbandry Department 
by L. D. and R. A. Spence of Crab Orchard, 
Nebraska, in the summer of 1939 for one 
hundred dollars each after they had pro- 
duced a total of twenty-one calves for the 
college. The Spences kept them three years 
where they produced seven more calves and 
then sold the two cows at the Omaha stock- 
yards this past week for a total of $150.35. 

Marvel Baker, in charge of beef cattle at 
the college, says that eighteen out of forty 
cows in the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd 
at the present time and the university herd 
sire are descended from these two cows.

Following the sale of registered cattle a 
number of unregistered pure breds were 
sold. The buyers really knew how to buy 
cattle by the pound and the first two groups 
of young heifers, five in each group, were 
sold for one hundred dollars a round. The 
third group was of four young heifers that 
sold for one hundred and two dollars each, 
then two two-year-olds were sold for one 
twenty-two and lastly two cows with calves 
at foot that brought one hundred forty and 
a half per head. Age and condition consid- 
ered these last cattle sold better than some 
of the registered cattle, especially the 
younger heifers. 

It was a good sale, over early in the 
afternoon, even though the sale was slow in 
starting, having been scheduled for twelve- 
thirty and being almost two before the first 
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cattle came into the ring. Nels Kraschel 
cried the sale. The bidding was deliberate 
and not too fast, most of the buyers being 
the type that waited until the auctioneer 
was ready to drop the hammer before put- 
ting in their last bid. 


The better quality of the cattle sold well 
and at prices far above the other cattle in 
the sale, which should prove to the men who 
consign to these kind of sales that it does 
not matter much about the location of the 
sale or the date, but that the right kind of 
cattle always find a good home at a good 
price. Let’s try to make the cattle in all 
the fall sales just a little bit better all the 
way around for in no other way will we be 
able to keep the breed progressing as it has 
during the past few sale seasons.

Tuesday, June 16th, the Interstate Sale 
held under the management of Francis Mar- 
tin presented a strong set of bulls and a 
good group of females to a: small buying 
crowd, however the best of the cattle sold 
readily and at prices that made it evident 
that regardless of the time and place all 
good cattle offered at public auction will 
command a good figure. 

These ‘small consignment sales are pri- 
marily for the purpose of affording an out- 
let for surplus cattle owned and offered for 
sale by breeders who have too few cattle to 
hold an auction of their own. While the 
general run of cattle consigned is of good 


quality and type the herds are not too well 
known and for that reason many good cattle 
sell at a figure that would make it worth 
while for more buyers to attend these auc- 
tions. 

As in the past, little sifting is done on 
the cattle scheduled for the sale and it is 
apparent that some of the breeders use this 
kind of sale to dispose of a few cattle that 
they can not readily market at home. This 
only results in drawing down the averages 
of the consignment sale and makes the re- 


sult of the sale appear such that many buy- ‘ 


ers of cattle hesitate to leave their work to 
attend. In selling off-type and unfitted cat- 
tle the breeders learn that they are only 
knocking their own herd, and we hope the 
lesson learned will encourage them to come 
back next year with better stock. 

One thing for sales of this nature is the 
fact that every price range is covered and 
the farmer-buyer, ranchman and breeder 
can usually find cattle that will meet their 
personal demand. The better bulls in the 
sale were accepted by the buyers at good 
prices, ranging from two hundred to three- 
fifty. The females sold well, not many were 
offered, but those that were in condition 
sold remarkably well for the number of 
breeders on hand to buy. Following is a re- 
port of the sale.

the blue ribbon fellows, perhaps, of exalted 
lineage, which they are today, but at least 
they ran freely through the woods, ate the 
acorns, the grubs and the roots, enjoyed 
their day in the sun, and caused the scratch- 
ing of many a legal wig whose owner was 
interested in their protection. Pig stealing 
was a very serious offense, but when the 
great extent of the forest areas is con- 
sidered, it would seem that the pig alone 
might pick his own table.

national survey showed that one third of 
our population or about forty-five million 
persons are living on inadequate or poor 
diets. In other words they are in the 
danger” zone as regards proper nutrition. 
The survey also showed that more than one- 
third of our people are receiving only “fair” 
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diets. This portion of our population does 
not possess the proper stamina to carry on 
as effectively as they should especially in 
this emergency. 

About one-fourth of our population, are 
receiving adequate diets, according to the 
survey—the kind of diets that promote 
abounding health and vitality. Now the 
problem of nutrition workers everywhere 
is to stress the foods necessary for the ade- 
quate diet and to help make it possible for 
the nation to have such a diet. 

During the past fiscal year, the Board’s 
staff of field home economists has conducted 
nutrition programs in more than 300 cities 
in every part of the country. These pro- 
grams have been featured by lectures and 
demonstrations showing the foods necessary 
for the adequate diet, the place of meat in 
the diet, the value of the less-demanded cuts 
of meat, proper methods of cooking meat 
and other topics of practical value to home- 
makers, home demonstration agents, nutri- 
tion workers and others. 

In connection with the national nutrition 
program we have also produced new litera- 
ture including booklets, posters, charts and 
other material. Our new booklet, “Better 
Nutrition for the Nation’, has gone to 
thousands of workers in every part of the 
nation. The calls for nutrition material 
have been without precedent. In one day 
requests were received from forty-two dif- 
ferent states. 

The National Live Stock and Meat Board 
is devoting the major portion of its activi- 
ties to the type of work of which I have 
spoken. We feel that it is work that is 
important to the industry and that it is 
building for the future in a very substan- 
tial way. It is work that not only serves 
the nation—it is serving humanity.
